STAIN Of 1 YEAR—GJBO 

Montreal: For the second year running, CJBQ has won the John J. Gillin Jr. Memorial 
Award. The award is made annually by the Canadian Association of Broadcasters, and is 
based on any single or continuing contribution by a member radio station to any form 
of community service. CJBQ's award was for “initiative, courage and itelligence in the 
promotion of genuine public interest in local education problems”. The five stations 
receiving Honourable Mentions were CKWM Kentville, Nova Scotia; CHUM Toronto; CHRC 
Quebec City; CHAB Moosejaw, Saskatchewan; and CKLK in Vancouver. CFTM-TV Montreal 
won the Television Station Of The Year Award for Outstanding Contribution to Community 
Service. CHAN-CHEK-TV Vancouver, CJAV-TV Winnipeg and CFTO-TV in Toronto picked 
up Honourable Mentions.

Toronto: Edmonton's favourite group, The 
King Beezz, moved into Upper Canada 
with a series of one-niters that won them 
many thousands of fans.

They'll stop 
off at the Esquire A Go Go in Saskatoon 
on their way back home to Edmonton.

New Studio 

Toronto: Phil G. Anderson, General Man¬ 
ager of Bay Music Co. Limited, announces 
the opening of their new recording studio 
in Toronto. Anderson states that the 
recording console is the first in Canada to 
be designed and built specifically for rec¬ 
ording purposes. In addition to Ampex 4 
track, 2 track and mono facilities, the 
console has a 29 input control panel,, 
and is completely versatile and "floating” 
so that equalization, reverb, echo can be 
used with any or all inputs. The system 
was designed and built by Audpro Enter¬ 
prises which is directed by Mr. Wally 
Evans-Jones at a cost estimated well over 
$100,000 and is being financed through 
Bay Music by a group of Canadian 
businessmen who feel strongly that Cana¬ 
dian artists and musicians can develop 
a career in Canada through recordings. 
Arc Records, through contract, has ar¬ 
ranged to book sufficient time for their 
productions, to guarantee the investment. 
The studio will be available on a rental 
basis to other recording companies and 
independent producers. The 2 track facili¬ 
ties are operational now. 4 track is set 
for May 15.

Their new company Adarra 
Artists Agency will be presenting their 
"Stars Of Tomorrow" throughout Ontario 
with hopes of moving west for a series 
of one niters. New address is Box 56, 
Station "D", Toronto 9. The Big Town 
Boys have just returned to Toronto from 
a successful stint at Trude Hellers and 
the Eighth Wonder in NYC. Jon and Lee 
and the Checkmates, one of Toronto’s 
better known blues-rock group have just 
returned to the U.S. and will make ap¬ 
pearances in Detroit, Philadelphia and 
then back to New York where they are 
already well known. Ronnie Dove opens 
at the Embassy for one week beginning 
April 18. Bobby Goldsboro, Len Barry, 
Gene Pitney, Chad and Jeremy and Norma 
Tenaga make the scene at Massey Hall 
for two shows, Sunday May 1 and appear 
in London the following nite. The 
Supremes move into the O’Keefe June 20 
through 25. Dee and The Yeomen have 
been having great success with their Reo 
release of "A Love Like Mine" and kick off 
an extensive tour of Upper Canada begin¬ 
ning Apr. 11. They'll make appearances 
in Pembroke, Deep River, Renfrew, Tren¬ 
ton, Brockville, Belleville and Guelph. ///

Another popular Ottawa group, The 
Townsmen, are also readying their follow 
up to "I’m Such A Dreamer" with a tune 
picked up from the U.K. The flip will be 
another Craig-Emmerson (Staccatos) writ¬ 
ing. The Jesters, who have been climbing 
the popularity poll throughout the Ottawa 
Valley will be appearing at the Oak Door 
in Ottawa every Wed., Thurs. and Fri. for 
the month of April. Saturdays they play 
out of town and Sundays at the Ottawa 
House.

Ren Grevatt sends news 
that Musicor Records 
will salute its star hit- 
maker, Gene Pitney, with 
a special "Gene Pitney 
Birthday Party" promo¬ 
tion. The month - long 
promotion will take Pit¬ 
ney into many of the 
major markets across 
the country where he 
will attend special birth¬ 
day dinners with key 
local jocks and trade- 
sters being invited to 
take part in the celebrations. The pro¬ 
motion will also allow Pitney plugging 
time for his newest release, "Back Stage", 
which is already on top of the British 
charts. Pitney moves into Canada, heading 
up one of the largest package shows ever 
seen in Eastern Canada. Dates set so far 
are Ottawa, April 30, Toronto, May 1 and 
London, Ontario May 2. /// Hickory has 
acquired the U.S. distribution rights for 
Frank Ifield, leading British disc star. 
Under the new deal, Ifield will record both 
in London and Nashville and is skedded 
for a "Music City" session May 9. Norrie 
Paramor will continue to produce Ifield’s 
British sessions.

Ill Lardy “D" 
notes from Woodstock that CJCJ has just 
put the finishing touches on their new list 
of “All Canadian Sounds". Local teeners 
have created a demand for a listing of the 
best in Canadian productions. /// Wayne 
Barry of CKOK picks as the best of the 
new records “The Night The Dice Grew 
Cold" by Dick Damron on RCA and finds 
great reaction to “What Are You Doing 
To My Friend" by The Bradfords on 
Capitol. The Vancouver Nocturnals are 
skedded for a huge dance and show in 
Penticton Monday April 11. Wes Dakus and 
The Rebels were the star entertainers at 
the “Canadian Go Go Contest" which was 
held in Penticton April 2. Wes and his 
boys also acted as judges for the Southern 
Okanagan Go Go Crown with approxi¬ 
mately 24 beauties dancing for this cov¬ 
eted award. /// CKDM's “Ugly One", Ron 
Waddell has discovered a new rock group 
from Southern Manitoba name of The 
Marksmen. The boys have been packing 
them in at every performance where they 
excel in anything from the Beatles sound 
to the Tijuana Brass. /// “790 Serving 
The Heartland Of The Golden Horseshoe" 
is the new slogan at CHIC Brampton. Jim 
Blake sends news that CHIC has given 
$1000 to the Ontario Society Of Artists. 
ill R. Paul Godfrey moves up the King¬ 
ston popularity poll with his CKWS teen 
show 6:20-8PM. Bryan Olney now has a 
mid-afternoon GMP show and a daily TV 
Dance Party on Channel 11 TV. New morn¬ 
ing man is Joe Cannon moving in from 
Cornwall. CKWS recently celebrated “G16". 
Gerry Tinlin celebrated six years as mid¬ 
morning man. Robert Palmer looks after 
the “Night Music" show and the project 
weekend. That's a full house known as 
The Fabulous Five. /// The new Top 45 
Survey out of CHUB Nanaimo is looseleaf 
size with three holes punched on the left 
to clip the survey into their looseleaf 
binders. The words to one hit song is also 
included on every survey. Gene McCormick 
has mailed a copy of “Hey Girl Go It 


Alone" by The Big Town Boys and the 
RPM plastic insert of “Rose Marie" by Ray 
Hutchinson to Radio Caroline which could 
help make a Canadian record big in 
England. /// The newest thing to hit the 
Soo are the “Scott Alexander Pussycat 
Commandos", a type of fan club made 
up of CKCY listeners with a purpose. First 
project is to adopt a child through the 
Foster Parent Plan. Response so far has 
been good. Tom Douglas, formerly with 
the Sault Star, joins the new staff at 
CKCY. Ill Andy Philip is celebrating his 
25th year in the broadcasting industry. 
Andy is a member of the CKXL News 
Department and has spent this entire 
quarter-century in the province of Alberta. 


He began his radio career in Grande 
Prairie, made a move to Edmonton and 
then joined CKXL 6 years ago. /// A con¬ 
test “Battle" winner at CFNB Fredericton 
is a local production titled “The Savage" 
by Reg Savage who also wrote the tune.

I would like to say how important this issue will be and 
tell everyone in the music business to fill out the forms that will be 
coming in the mail to you. The editorial listings are FREE, and you should 
fill out the form to assure RPM that you are still in business, still in the 
same business, and that your address is correct. I have personally found 
that the RPM DIRECTORY of last year was a very important reference 
guide to me in all my work. It was jam-packed with important names in 
the music industry. It was like the WHO’s WHO of the business. You just 
weren’t anybody if you weren’t listed. I notice that last year a great 
number of groups and singers bought advertising in the DIRECTORY. I 
think this is important. The DIRECTORY went to every important record 
company and publisher in the U.S. and many were circulated throughout 
the world. I think I'll place a small ad, now that I’ve decided to start a 
music publishing company. 

DON’T SAY I DIDN’T WARN YOU! ! ! The Courriers have gone and done it. They’ve 
cut a SMASH spelled S-M-A-S-H and since they are my favourite folk song group and I 
really do like folk music, I am not going to hype this record except to say that every station 
in Canada should play it! ! ! I’m sure it will be #1. AM I EVER WRONG? ? ? (Note Courriers: 
I've switched from beer to Vat 69. I’m chicken). (Ed: Note to Ellie: We don’t accept gifts 
dear! ! ! and I don't think the Courriers should encourage your “habit! ! !’’) I usually don't 
use big letters in my column but . . . (Note to printer: Use BIG BIG letters, the largest you 
have in your place). This is the name of the record . . . (Ed: Note to printer. Please don’t 
use display type in editorial columns) . . . “ANN" by The Courriers on the Canada Inter¬ 
national label #45rpm57-3390(10tpkm-1068-1:45). Ask for it at your record store by 
number. 

I SAW AN AD for the A.P.C.M. in RPM and I wanted to know what it was, so I got to 
old ED: and here’s the exclusive story in my column. The A.P.C.M. stands for “Association 
To Promote Canadian Music". It is like the CMA which is the Country Music Association 
except that APCM will be promoting Canadian music. It is not a union, and is a very 
worthy organization that I think you should all support. They will be blowing the horn for 
Canadian music all over the world. Write to APCM, 102 Avenue Road, Toronto 5, Ontario 
for all the details. 

GLORIA by the King Beezz is starting to click all over the place. I was asked recently 
about the Vancouver Classics. I would do a little piece on them except that I haven’t got 
any material, but I promise to have a piece on them in my column soon, and the name 
of their next release and the address of their fan club. Please be patient . . . it's a virtue. 

DEVOTED FAN Larry Lablank writes that he is not in agreement with me regarding 
teen-imaged disc jockeys. I have to stand my ground Larry. I believe that any grown-up 
has to descend to play up to teens or he will play down at them. The top U.S. DJ’s are 
a good example. Thank you for standing up to Reb because he called me a bad writer. The 
truth is that someone in the editorial department of RPM fools with my column and 
removes things so that a great deal of it doesn’t make sense even to me. I really get mad 
when they remove my whole column.
